THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 


M. De Freycinet Compared With Boulan- 
ger—A Successful Innovation. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Mispatch. 
ARIS, September 20. 
—The comments of 
the German press 
on the elections in 
Franee to the effect 
that they are unfav- 
orable to a strong 
foreign policy on the 
part of France, are 
severely criticised 
by French Repub- 
lican papers. The 
Francaise 
in an editorial to-day 
says:: No opetter 
refutation of such a statement is needed than 
the announcement that the result is an in- 
dorsement of the present Government’s poli- 
cy, and as such is also an indorsement of the 
policy of M. De Freycinet, Minister of War.“ 
The paper then compares the official methods 
of M. De Freycinet with those of Gen. Bou- 
langer and says: 

„»The appointment, in April, 1888, of M. De 
Freycinet to the post of Minister of War was 
& very remarkable innovation. France had 
never before entrusted this important office 
to a civilian. Since the year 1797 there 
are only two names on the roll 
of Ministers of War which are not 
those ot general officers. The first 
is Carnot, who held the portfolio 
for six months in the year 1800, and 
though he had never held higher 
military rank than that of captain of en- 
gineers, had commanded armies and 
controlled the conduct of cam- 
paigns. The second is Francois Arago, 
who was for six weeks Minister of War to the 
Provisional Government of 1848. Thus the ap- 
pointment last year of acivilian was an in- 
novation for which there was practically 
no precedent. As such it was 
regarded with great misgivings in 
the army. But M. De Freycinet has 
retained his position longer than any of his 
predecessors during the last eight years, and 
at length opinion even in the army has come 
to approve the selection and to look with con- 
fidence on the civilian Minister. He has pre- 
served the discipline of the army by 
the quiet firmness with which he 
has dealt with these officers who 
had compromised themselves in the Boulan- 
gist intrigue. This has gained him the re- 
spectof the army. Then he has succeeded 
in passing the new law of recruitment, a 
measure which has been for seven 
years in the condition of a bill always 
brought in but never carried. He had 
increased the field artillery, created mountain 
batteries and African batteries and organized 
special corps of Alpine troops.

GUN COTTON WAS INVENTED 

in 1888 by an Italian named Belonze. He found 
that by steeping it in equal parts of nitric acid 
and sulphuric acid, cotton when dried could 
be converted into an explosive. In appear- 
ance the cotton is not much changed, although 
the regularity of its structure is lost and it has 
acquired a crisp feeling unlike that of pure 
cotton. Inthe airitblows up with a flash; 
when exploded in confinement its power 
varies from two to eight times that of gun- 
powder. Gun cotton was looked upon at first 
as a chemical curiosity, anditcan hardly be 
said that itever became anything else. It 
was too unmanageable to use in biasting,and 
no attempt was made to apply it in practice 
until 1646. But Ow ing to its treacherous nat- 
ure it never became popates. A tearful ex- 
piosion in 1871 in England, when twenty-four 
persons lost their lives, roused a sentiment 
againetit. After this explosion the newly in- 
vented dynamite, a derivative of nitro-gly- 
cerine, occupied the field to the expulsion of 
all competitors, 

Nitro-glycerine was invented in 1847 by an 
Italian named Soprero. It is a dense, yellow- 
ish, olly liquid, odorless, with a specific

vitv of one and one-half. It isa mixture of 
one part nitric acid and three parts sulphuric 
acid treated with common glycerine. It is not 
poisonous, but a drop on the tongue instantly 
roduces a violent headache. Dynamite 
eadache’’ prevails among workmen who 
handle dynamite and other derivations of 
nitro-glycerine. The pressure varies from 
one ouncetothe square inch on free air to 
85,000 pounds inashell. Like gup cotton it 
was so treacherous that it war of little prac- 
tical use, and to procure an explosive at once 
powerfui and safe Alfred Nobel made a serics 
of experiments which resulted in the inven- 
tion of dynamite. 

This man was the son of Edward Nobel, an 
eminent Swedish engineer who in 1838 in- 
vented the torpedo. The elder Nobel was in- 
duced by the Ozar Nicholas by enormous sub- 
sidies to devote his talents and energies to the 
Interests of the Russian Army and Navy. 
During the Crimean war he constructed a tor- 
pedo which kept the British out of the harbor 
of Sebastopol. Out of gratitude for this the 
Czar intended to present him an estate worth 
several million dollars and make him a Prince 
of the Russian Empire. He died, however,

the world in industrial as well as milita 
affairs.

The Late Boomin Wheat and What Led to 
It—**Old Hutch’’ Still the Prominent Fig- 
ure in the Market—A steady Deprecia- 
tion in Corn Values—An Increased De- 
mand for Provisionse—The October Pork 
Deal—Financial News from Wall Street

\HICAGO, September 28. 
—Tne boom in wheat 
culminated yesterday 
andthe market is now 
Jon the back track, 
where it will stop is 
something speculators 
would pay handsomely 
toknow. The advance 
carried the price of De- 
cember up from 78c the 
85c in about ten days, 
May scoring Sc improve- 
ment. The reaction 
amounts to ze. The 
foreign markets were siow in following the 
advance and quit improving before we did on 
this side. They now display unmistaxable 
symmptoms of weakness in sympathy with 
Chicago and other American markets. In no 
particular has the undertone of insincerity or 
artificiality been more clearly shown than in 
the failure of four to go up with wheat. The 
advance in wheat has been equal to about (0e 
a barre! in flour, yet millers have experienced 
great difficulty in marketing auy considerable 

quantity of their product at 5@l5c advance. 
Very little, except a moderate local busi- 
ness, has been done at asked prices, and now 
foreigners have as a rule pulled in their horns. 
Cabled offers of flour at old prices are being 
treated with silent disdain, no re 
sponses signifying that no flour 


is wanted. The eneralitv of 
American markets did not keep abreast of 


Chicago in its wild rugh upward. It must not 
be assumed, however, that the advance was 
without excuse. Such is not the case. This 
season is now sufficiently advanced to prove 
to a reasonable certainty that the winter crop 
is neither so large in quantity nor inso fine 
quality as the trade andthe public had been 
lead to expect from the persistent advertise- 
ment of crop experts and statisticians in gen- 
eral. First receipts tended to confirm 
preconceived opinions as to the 
magnificent quality of the crop of 1889, 
but the grading has been execrable for the 
past two months and it shows no improye- 
ment. This movement is certainly something 
more than the broth or refuse of the crop. It 
must by this time have dipped down into the 
body of the orop and afford an insight into 
the real condition of the mass ot the grain. 
The conclusion that many of the most con- 
servative and observing men in the trade 
reach is that the average of the new crop 
will be low and also disappointing 
as to quantity. The yield of spring wheat 
will hardly come up to expectation, and it is 
possible that the total United States yield will 


not exceed 460,000,000 bu. Harvester re- 
turns from a great extent of territory will be 
made to the Agricultural Depart this 
month and previous estimates of thé produc- 
tion may be modified to an important de- 
gree. Hutchinson has been stirring up the 
market to the extentof his ability through 
the agency of dovetailed orders, I. e., orders 
to sell through one set of brokers and to buy 
an equivalent amount through another set. 
Hutchinson is the only man who has ever been 
able to do this little trick successfully on a 
big scale and in away to confuse the crowd 
and cover up his tracks.

Those niost familiar with the man and 
bis methods, insist, although he has appeared 
as an open anda big seller on the advance, 
that he is and has been in reality the holder 
of avast line of December wheat.Satisfied on 
this point they easily argue themselves into 
the belief that the old man has already 
laid the toundation for a colossal deal in De- 
cember wheat. The local stock of contract is 
still under 1,000,000 bu, and suould it increase 
alarmingly in the next sixty days he can 
wiggle out of the deal, and if it keeps low be 
can run a corner at the smallest possible risk. 
The prospect of a December corner ie fair 
to middiing,’’ as the dry goods reporter 
would aay.

The visible sup- 
ply is vy! to increase between 1,250,000 
and 1,500,000 bu this week. Exports from the 
four Atlantic ports for the week foot up 898,000 
bu of wheat and 191,000 bbie of flour, a decrease 
of 135,000 du of wheat and an increase of 2,000 
bbis in flour, as compared with last week. 
Charlie Smith, a local plunger, who graduated 
from a dry goods store, cleared $60,000 on the 
boom and has been riding the market all the 
way down.

There was very little to note in the corn mar- 
ket, unless a steady depreciation of the value 
of the cash article and all the near deliveries is 
to be considered. The price from the present 
time until spring will naturally be governed 
by the certainty of abundance, modified from 
time to time by the freedom or 
otherwise of the receipts. The 
users of the article will undoubtedly 
be slow to respond to any material advance 
in prices throughout the winter, but will 
rather be looking for still lower figures when 
the new crop becomes in condition to be for- 
warded to market. The latter consideration, 
however, will be more influential in deter- 
mining the value ofthe lower grades, which 
though good enough for immediate use, in 
cold, freezing weather, are of course useless 
for delivery on speculative contracts, calling 
for a grade of corn which inthe judgment of 
the inspectors, wili come out of store in good 
condition next May orJune. Taking into 
account the chances of the weather in the 
meantime,the holders of contracts for delivery 
this and next month have preferred to trans- 
fer their obligations to December in the hope 
that such weather may prevail during the lat- 
ter month assbali prevent the possibility of 
No. 2corn arriving in quantity sufficient to 
satisfy the requirements of speculators, This 
is a gambler’s alternative, but the example

SOMEWHAT SHAKEN UP. 


Wall Street’s Flarry Over the Drop ia Sugar 
Certificates. 


Ry Telegravh to the Post-Disratcn. 

New Tonk, September 28.—Affairs in Wall 
street have so long been of a humdrum char- 
acter that anything in the way of a sensation 
is welcomed by the speculative fraternity. A 
drop of seventeen points in suger refineries 
certificates—the extreme prices last week 
104 and 87—furnished ample material for gossip 
and gave the street something of a shaking 
up. The slump, however, produced no really 
seri ous results for the reuson thatthe biggest 
believers in the certificates, and consequently 
the largest holders of them, out- 
side of those directly concerned 
in operating the refineries, are men 


who claim to have the ear of the officials ana 
to be well posted. As may be inferred from 
their affiliations, they are of the wealthy 
class, and if they did sellit was not because 
of their inability to see the thing through, but 
rather because they felt that they might just 
as well take the chances of getting in again at 
a lower range. If weak specuiatora had been 
carrying large amounts, some notices of ‘‘in- 
ability to meet engagements’’ would have 
been heard of before now. Two things are re- 
garded as certain by brokers who have kept 
a close watch on recent operations. One is 
that somebody who held a block of the stock 
has unloaded, and the other, thatthe vulner- 
ability of the shares on account of the ap- 
sence of sworn statements concerning the 
financial status of the trust led to the forma- 
tion of powerful pools to break. them. These 
pools aresaid to embrace s alators here 
and in Boston and Albany. he Havemeyers 
and others assert as stoutly as ever that there 
is nothing wrong with the trust, that the 
certificates are solid investments, etc., 
etc., and, as just steted, their closest 
friends have been buyers from 110 down. Be 
this as it may, holders are clamoring for a 
statement, one that will enable them to see 
for themselves whether the financial condition 
is as itis represented to be by insiders, or 
whether the trust is a bubble to be easily 

ricked, as itis said to be in other quarters. 
nasmuch asthe representatives of the other 
trusts show an inclination to give the infor- 
mation necessary to secure a place for 
them on the regular list“ of the 
Stock Exchange, the sugar people 
may decide to do likewise. It 
is evident that neither these nor any other 
certificates of properties, the financial condi- 
tion of whichis an unknown quantity, can 
withstand a money pressure. The banks and 
other lenders cannot afford to take the risk 
and will always come down on holders if they 
have a convenient piace for their money else- 
where. 
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Outside of the unlisted department Atch- 
ison attracted most attention. This stock on 
Friday went off several points with a rash 
and touched 34 to-day, a decline of 5% from 
Monday’s opening price. There is no 
doubt that the moving spirit in this 
little divertisement was the same as that back 
of the decline in sugar refineries. The break 
in Atchison was well calculated to help the 
‘*shorts’’ to get in their outstanding contracts 
in the certificates, and it was a comparatively 
easy matter to break it, as no one is disposed 
to buy it until the Messrs. Baring announce 
their plan forthe reorganization of the com- 
pany. The 1 of an assessment, 
or if no an issue ot income 
bonds, is not a very inviting pros- 
pect for the stockholders and the street 
may look for periodical spasms in Atchison 
until at least an approximate idea of its value 
is obtained from trustworthy sources.

There isa good deal written about the 
mixing of the good wheat, as it comes pure 
from the Northwest farme, with the poor 
wheat of commerce that comés from, the 
writers do not say where and most likely do 
not know where. There is yery little of that 
sort of stuff written excepting by theorists. 
Wheat is mixed for pr. fit. It any man wants 
Northwest wheat or any other wheat in its 
purity there is not the slightest reason 
why he cannot buy it, if he pays as 
much as others will pay for it and if he will 
pay a little more than they pay he will get all 
of it. If the mixer gets the most of it, he gets it 
because he pays a higher price for it than 
the shipper of it in its purity will or can pay. 
There is no reason why a farmer that raises 
pure wheat should be under any obligation 
to sell it toa shipper of pure wheat when a 
mixer will pay him more for it. If people 
in the nited Kingdom wanted pure 
wheat and would pay more for it in 
proportion than they would pay for the mixed 
article, commercial people would soon find it 
out andthe wheat would go pure. But for 
Englishmen, Irishmen, Scotchmen or any 
men to insist that Americans shall ship them 
pure wheat when they will not pay for it so 
much as dealers in the mixture will pay they 
are asking usto gratify their pure palates at 
our own expense. Do our city editors 
perched in their arm- chair, suppose 
mixers of the pure wheat of the farm with 
the linpure wheat of commerce are swindling 
farmers or injuring trade? They don’t hurt 
the farmer for they pay him more for his 
wheat than the pure fellows will pay or they 
would not get it. If the mixer could sell it 
for more separate he would sell it separate. 
If a New York mixer pays us 90c for our wheat 
and mixes it with Illinois wheat that cost 60, 
when the pure exporter would pay us 8c for 
our wheat, how are we injured, or what rea- 
son has the foreigner to complain? He cannot 
expect to satisfy his lofty craving for pure 
bread ata cheap price. If he will pay for the 
pure articie he Il get all he wants.

WILL ARRIVE HERE ON MONDAY. 


Secretary Frank Witt Has Something to Say 
About Shaw, Blake and MecGarry—He 
Denies That Powderly Is Coming to In- 
vestigate Their Oomplaints—The Local 
Opposition to the Master Workman. | 


NERAL MASTER 
ORKMAN T. v. 
POWDERLY of the 
Knights of Labor will 
arrive here to-morrow 
morning with Treas- 
urer Hayes and the 
other members of the 


the Executive Com- 
mittee. The faction of 
the Knights repre- 
sented by M.D. Shaw, 
W. H. Blake, John J. McGarry, Ed Clifton and 
those who are with them, claims that the ob- 
ject of Powderly’s visit is ostensibly to repair, 
so far as possible, the breaches in the order 
made by the South western strike, but the real 
purpose isto discipline certain members of 
the order. The Knights say the object is 
to confer with the Executive OCommit- 
tee and hold a regular monthly meeting. 
Mr. Powderiy will arrive in the morning, and 
he will be met atthe depot by a committee of 
Knights, who will escort bim to the Laclede 
Hotel, where he will establish the headquar- 
ters of the Executive Committee. As soon as 
the committee meets a letter will be trans- 
mitted to it from the faction stating that Shaw 
and bis associates demand an open investiga- 
tion of the matters under discussion. It will 
call upon Mr. Powderly to appoint a time and 
place where the complaints of the Shaw fac- 
tion can be beard in public and answered in 
public. The Knights say that Mr. Powderly 
will pay no attention whatever to such a let- 


ter; that he will say that the affairs of the 
order do not concern the public, and there 
no reason why any public discussion of the 
matter should take place. 
FRANK WITT, 

the Secretary of District Assembly 17, said 
yesterday: The meaning of this whole 
dispute is that the men who are urging it are 
angry because they could not do what they 
cs with the order in St. Louis. Neither 

haw, Blake nor McGarry are members of the 
order and if they claim to be Knights of Labor 
they say what they kuow to be untrue. Allof 
them have withdrawn and some of them went 
out when they were called to account. The 
money expended in the New Order nearly ex- 
hausted the treasury of District Assembly No. 
17. Shaw withdrew then and both Blake and 
McGarry have left the order. Now I want to 
make a positive statement concerning this 
matter, and I want to say that there is no dis- 
affection among the Knights in the Southwest, 
These men have no following—they stand 
alone. They tried to control the local 
branch for political purposes, and when 
they found that they could not do it 
they began to fight. They have made charges 
which they know to be untrue, for they know 
that never, whether during the Southwestern 
strike or at 2 other time, has the order 
countenanced violence. The first principle 
of the order is education, and we endeavor to 
accomplish what we strive for, thatis, the 
elevation of the workingmen, by that means. 
This must be remembered, bowever, that we 
bave in our order every kind of men, from the 
ignorant laborer, who is utterly uneducated, 
to the office man who makes from $2,000 to $3, - 
000 a year at his desk. Now, 

IN TIMES OF TROUBLE, ' 
when men become excited, if one or two of 
the ignorant men are unable to restrain their 
passions and resort to vivient acts it is unfair 
and unjust tocharge their acts to the order, 
and Shaw and these other fellows know per- 
tectly well thatthe Knights of Labor are not 
responsible for any act of violence that was 
committed during that strike, but because

WONDERS OF THE SEA. 


Interesting Facts About Sea-Urchins, Star- 
Fish, Hermit Crabs, Cuttle-Fish, Etc. 


The naturalist always finds something to in- 
terest him, and the sea contains much. There 
is the sea-urchin to begin with. It looks like 
achestnut-bur and is commonly called the 
sea-chestnut, but it is a fish and has 4,000 
feet known as ‘‘ambulacral’’ feet. Their 
arrangement permits the urchin to progress 
in any direction. Atthe base of each con- 


tractile tube there is a sac, acting as a 
reservoir of water.- If the urchin wishes to 
march this sac contracts, the ambulacral 
foot is distended with water, something like 


‘the finger of a glove if you biow into it, the 


sucker atthe end is fixed on the ground, the 
other ambulacral feet repeat the operation,

All of the foregoing charms depend for their 
power upon some celestial virtue ascribed to 
them by the devotees of religion. The faith of 
the Mohammedan in his chalk wash, or the He- 
brew in his scripture text can be paralleled 
among the Christians of all ages, and tbe tre- 
quent deferences to the occult powers gener- 
ated in metallic talismans under the in- 
fluence of consteliations or conjunctions be- 
tray the kinship of thistothe more elaborate 
superstitions of the astrologers and aichem- 
ists. Theosophy was more or less mixed up 
with religion, magie and alchemy, and some 
of the signs were believed to possess great 
power. The theosophical ring was covered 
with various strange devices, but no méean- 
ing can be got out ot them. They were used 
in incantation and were as useful as the 
Key of Solomon or the Wizard Foot. This 
last was a pentagram, or five-pointed star. 
Its efficacy against evil spirits lay In the fact 
that it resolved itself into three triangles, 
being thus a threefold symbol of the Trinity. 
This, engraved on the threshold, was a sure 
rotection against deyils. It figures in Faust 
ezgions and Goethe makes use of it in a pass- 
age of his poem. The figure was engraved 
on the scholar’s doorway, but by chance the 
point lying outward was broken. The virtue 
on that aide was therefore lost and Mephis- 
topheles made his way without difficulty into 
Faust’s cell. When he wanted to depart, 
however, he was confronted by two perfect 
points, andas devils must go as they come, 
the mocking spirit was heid prisoner by 
Faust, who refused to break the points. 


f Mephisto heles was therefore obliged to put 


Faust to sleep and then call up a troop of rats 
and mice, who gnawed away the troublesome 
rays and freed the devil from duress. 

AMONG THE ASTROLOGERS 
ofthe fifveenth and sixteenth centuries the 
sign of the lion, Sigilliuam Leonis, engraved on 
material of any kind was a favorite talleman. 


Wizard's Foot. 


In Catholic conntries little figures of the 
Saviour blessed by the Pope werein great re- 
quest as sure preventatives of disease, and in 
earlier times such amulets were extensively 
sold, The sponge with whichthe Holy Fath- 
ers’ table had been wiped was valued as a 
curative influence. Gregory II. presented 
one of these sponwes to the Duke of Aquitaine. 
Such articles were amulets and depended 
upon the personal contact orthe blessing of 
the Pope for their efficacy. 

The most poetical and graceful stories of 
charins andtalismans are told of rings and 

recious stones. The origin of rings is un- 

nown, butthey figure conspicuously at the 
— — ofall national bistories. The fas- 
cination of these hoops of metals is as strong 
to-day@&s ever it was, but it is the fascination 
of sentiment rather than of superstition, and 
**paltry hoops of gold’’ are parts of every 
air of the heart. 
A great sanctity attaches to the 


FISHERMAN’S RIND 
the signet of which impressed upon the papal 
edict was wont to terrify Kings and Emperors 
into submission. It bas upon it a representa- 
tion of St. Peter seated upon the prow of an 
ancient boat holding a net in each hand. 
When the Pope dies the ring is taken in charge 
by the Oardinal Chancellor with great sol- 
emnity. The signet is then partially obliter- 
ated and it is not restored until anew Pope is 
elected. The Fisherman’s Ring was never 
looked upon as ot talismanic power, but its 
seal was not the less potent in cowing turbu- 
lent sovereigns into submission. 

Gems are of Ill degrees and kinds of 
efficency, and to éach stone is ascribed its 
peculiar talismanic office. Jasper set in silver 
was considered a bealing agent. Aristotle re- 
garded the amethyst as a protection against 

stilence. and even now kind-hearted old 
adics slip an amethyst ring on the finger of a 
sick person with a firm beliefin it healing in- 
fluence.

They will look upon 
themselves as devils on fire so that every one 
will run his way.

THE ELECTRIC MOTOR. 


John H. Maxon Not Alarmed by Its Failure 


at Richmond, Va. 


An Associated Press telegram received from 
Richmond, reads as follows: ‘‘At a conference 
held here yesterday between Mayor Ellison 
and other city officials and J. Pizzany, the 
President of the Union Railroad Co., to con- 
sider complaint of poor service rendered by 
that company, the latter adinitted that the 


present system isa failure. 

80 far as the electric line is concerned,’ 
said President Pizzany, ‘I will say we have 
given it eighteen months’ trial, devoting 
every energy possibleto make ita success, 
and lam bere nowto say that it is a failure. 

Mr. Pizgzany guys the road must go back to 
horse power.’ 

As three St. Louis street car companies 
have adopted the electric motor and twoof 
them are already operating parts of their 
roads with it, the information contained in 
the dispatch bas more than a passing interest 
to the people here. An especial significance 
was given it by the fact that the St. Louis 
companies who have adopted the electric 
motor were induced to do so by the success- 
ful operation of an electric motor line at Rich- 
mond, Va. Representatives of the roads went 
there, examined the electric line and then 
made favorable 5 to their companies 
which caused the adoption of the new motor. 

John H. Maxon, who wenton to Richmond 
last October forthe Lindell Railway Co., to 
examine and makea report on the electric 
road in that city was shown the telegram this 
morning and asked what he thought of tne 
failure of the electric motor there. 

„do not place any confidence in this al- 
leged fallure,’’ he remarked. 

But the telegram distinctly states that the 
President ofthe railway company admits its 
failure to the city officers, and says that the 
road will have to return to horse power. 

Ihen its failure is due to the improper 
construction of the road, for there is no ques- 
tion about the success of the electric motor.’’

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A NEW PRINCESS OF MONACO. 


The Approaching Marriage of Albert 


Reigning Prince of Monaco. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POSsT-DISPATCH. 


PaRIs, September 15.—Since yesterday Albert 
Grimaldi is the reigning Prince of Monaco, 
and his approaching marriage with the widow 
of Armand Chapelle de Jumilhac, Duke of 
Richelieu and Fronsac, is the sensation 
in Europe at the present moment. 
Some time ago I wrote of Prince 


Albert’s first marriage and its wnfort- 
unate termination. His wife was daughter ot 
the Duchess of Hamilton, a Princess of Baden, 
and her son Louis, now 19 years of age, is heir 
to the throne of Monaco. The Pope annulled 
the marriage in 1880, and the ex-Princess of 
Monaco, granddaughter of Sophie de Beau- 
harnais, became the wife of a Hungarian 
noble, Count Tassilo Festeties de Toina. 

Two great historical names, Richelieu and 
Mazarin, are now to be united. The Prince of 
Monaco is the great-grandson of Honore IV., 
who, in the last century, married Louise Fell- 
cite, Victoire d’ Aurmont, heiress of the Duchy 
of Mazarin, and in this way the Prin- 
ces of Monaco are Dukes of Mazarin. 
The Monaco rulers are really French, 
for in 1 direct line they de-

scend from an old Brittany family, the Goyon- 
Matignons, who gave several Marshals to 
France. It was Jacques de Goyon-Gatignon, 
Comte de Thorignz, who married the heiress 
of the Grimaldis, Princess of Monaco, and 
thus the arms of Goyon-Matignon were sub- 
stituted for thoge of Grimaldi. The mother 
of this young Princess was Marie of Lorraine, 
the last of the Guises, and through her the 
Princes of Monaco inherit the Duchy of 
Mayenne. 

Cardinal Richelieu was made Duke of Riche- 
lieu in 1621, and the Duchy was inherited by 
his grand-nephew, Armand Jean de Vignerot. 
But in 1832, title and estates passed by substi- 
tution to Armand de Chapelle de Jumilhac. 

The Duchesse de Richelieu is a beautiful 
woman, tall, blonde, with aristocratic feat- 
ures; she is not only beautiful, but also very 
intelligent, very accomplished. She is a mu- 
sician, an artist of merit and speaks all mod- 
ern languages. Her salon has been the resort 
of many Academicians and the lamented phi- 
iosopher, Caro, was one of her devoted 
friends. The Duchess has two children, Odile 
de Jumilbac, a daughter, aged 10 years, and a 

now Duke de Richelieu, aged 
18 years. For him M. Michel Heine 
is rebuilding the castle of Riche- 
lieu, in Touraine. The Duchess was born 
Alice Heine and is a daughter of Michel Heine, 
bead of the old banking-house founded by 
Napoleon’s famous Minister, Fould. The 
Duchess is also nieee of Heinrich Heine 
poet, and cousin of the celebrated Mme. Fur- 
tado-Heine, recently decorated with the Le- 
gion of Honor as a recompense for her gener- 
osity to the poor. 

The only daughter of Mme. Furtado- Heine 
has twice been married. Her first husband 
was the Duc d’Elchingen, grandson of Mar- 
shal Ney, and some years age she married the 
Duke de Rivoli. The eldest son of the 
Duchesse de Rivoli is the Duc d' Eichingen and 
her eldest daughter married Joachim Murat, 
son of Prince Murat, who will soon marry Miss 
Caldwell. 

The new Princess of Monaco will be a very 
graceful — = of a very small country 
and it is probable that she and Prince Albert 
will follow the traditions established by the 
house of Grimaldi and seek only the welfare 
of Monaco. 

The betrothal took place by the deathbed of 
Prince Charles at the Castle of Marchais, De- 
partment of the Aisne, France. There were

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cial place and failed to 
find the open sesame, 
are often loud in their 
denunciations of the 
successful, and are wont to compare society 
to a whited sepuicher. But the cosmopolitan, 
observant being, with a good circulation, 
knows that human natureis the same the 
world over, and that everywhere is the same 
mixture of good and evil. 

During a month I once passed in a remote 
and sparsely settled country place, I heard of 
more immoral actions among the quiet deni- 
gens than I had heard in two years in the 
Yet should one take 
the trouble to select at random in the most 
respectable part of the city the same number 
of human beings it is wholly probable that an 
equal number of equally immoral, if less vul- 
gar actions, could be recounted. 

The whirl and rush of city life seems unlike 
unconducive to great thoughts and small gos- 
sip, but the morals of people are very much 
the same mixture of good and bad in all civil- 
ized communities. 

I think the repression of country life as 
often brings latent propensities for evil to the 
surface, as the temptations of city lite. One 
of our smaller towns has been prolific in the 
product of 

ADVENTUROUS WOMEN, 
who have achieved notoriety in the divorce 
courts, and itis a curious fact that few of the 
great adventuresses of the world's history 
were born or bred in large cities. But 
whether in town or country place he who 
seeks shall find that which he seeks. 

The man or woman who sets forth on a 


vest ot evil issuretofind it. Early in life 
realized that there was more 
pleasure to be derived from observing 
od thaneviland consequently sought and 
ound it existing in abundance about me. 

It is the crude idea of the youthful mind that 
the world is divided into two armies—the good 
and the bad—one clothed in darkness upon 
the left, one in garments of light upon the 
the right, and in deadly opposition to each 
other. As we mix with the world this illusion 
vanishes, for we find the two armies clothed 
in the same habiliments, mixing together am- 
icably, and the deadly battles are fought, 81 
lently and out of sight in each human heart, 
between right and wrong. 

A great native virtue, planted too generous- 
ly in ahuman heart and deprived of careful 
cultivation, often degenerates into a rank 
vice, and the world not infrequently mistakes 
a sterile and inactive nature forone of great 
chastity and self-denial. The summer sun- 
light is beautiful and beneficient, but it ts as 

rone to produce bugs as butterflies, weeds as 
erns, while the winter sun produces neither. 
Yettbe summer sunlight is of more use to us 
than winter’s chill rays, despite the bugs and 
weeds. A wise gardener uprootes the one and 


kills the 
MISCHIEVOUS INSECTS. 

There is no more godliness in negative 
goodness than there is heat in winter sun- 
light, which does not produce bugs or weeds 
simply because it has not power enough to 
warm anything Into being, and not from an 
inherent objection to weeds or bugs. 

Absolute virtue is that which seethes with 
active impulses and is forced by’ will and rea- 
son into unselfish channels. 

The worst man I ever knew had no vice. He 
attended churchand broke no commandment 
and indulged in no excesses. Yet he nagged 
his wife and children tothe grave, and de- 
stroyed every flower of pleasure which sprang 
up by his hearth-stone and ruined the tender 
young lives about him with the unceasing 
tempers of a household tyrant and petty 
demon. 

Disagreeable tempers and uncontrolled 
nervous dispositions ruin more homes than 
drink or vice. Afault-finding or sarcastic 
tonguein a family circle drives more men and 
women to evil than original sin. A lady said 
to meonce: ‘‘Idemand good manners before 
good morals from my acquaintances. Bad 
morals can be hidden, bad manners cannot. 

I think I would demand good motives first of 
all, since good morais would of necessity en- 
sue;and he whose motives were truly good 
must, too, desire not to give offense by bad 


manners, aud so all three virtues would de 


his. 

Were I to select the one good quality which 
is indispensable to me in an intimate friend, 
I would without hesitation say sincerity. No 
matter if she be bright, gifted, refined, amia- 
bie, and witty, full of appreciation and affec- 
tion, yet an insurmountable wall stands be- 
tween my heart and hers if she be not sincere 
in small matters and in great.

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HAREM OF THE SULTAN. 


A MATRIMONIAL ESTABLISHMENT WITH 
BUNDBEDS OF INMATES. 


How the Sultan Chooses His Wives—How 
His Mother Takes Care of Them— 
Amusements of the Palace—What Slave 
Girls Are Worth and the Expense and 
Character of the Imperial Eunuchs,

HERE were more than 

one thousand women 

in the harew of the last 

Sultan, and there are 

probably as many in 

the Imperial Seraglio 

of Abdul Hamid. The 

number is recruited 

every year by slaves 

from Georgia ard Cir- 

cassia, and it is a curi- 

ous thing that none 

but slave girls can be 

a part of the Sultan’s 

female establishment. 

| All of the Saitans of 

the past have had slave mothers, and it is 
contrary to the custom of Turkey for the Sul- 
tans to marry. The reason for this is the 
prevention of political intrigue which might 
arise from an extended royal family, 
and Mahmoud II., the grandfather of 
the present Sultan, who died when 
Martin Van Buren was President, in order to 
make his throne more safe, sewed up the 174 
wives of his predecessor in sacks, loaded 
them with shot, and dropped them into the 
cool waters of the Bosphorus. Ee had a 
royal harem himself, however, for all that, 
aud when I visited the treasury of the Sultan 
the other day Isaw dozens of mirrors set in 
diamonds which his ladies used in doing up 
their back hair. I saw several pecks of pearis 
which beloaged to his slave favorites and 
those of his successors, and I looked at a 
littie gold cradie set with jewels, in 
which his children were rocked. The 


father of the present Sultan was very 
fond of. women and he spent several fortunes 
in building palaces for them. He had his 
furniture made in Europe, ana it is said that 
he was especially fond or blue-eyed beauties 
with golden halr. Abdul Agziz, who was de- 
throned in 1876, and who with the exception of 
the three months reign of Murad, was the 
predecessor of the present Sultan, had 1,200

and he gives dinners frequentiy to the diplo- 
mats at Constantinople. Atsuch dinners he 
sits down with his foreign ests save when 
their wives are present, and he is said 
to a very good dinner-table 
companion. There are a number of little 
rooms in the palaceto which he retires with 
such of his friends as he wishes to engage in 
private conversation, and he carries on con- 
versation with fo ers through interpret- 
ers. Hecan speak French, but prefers to use 
the Turkish and an interpreterin his con- 
versation. He beHeves in education, and he 
has a school connected with his harem where 
the little princes are taught French and the 
modern sciences as weil as the Koran. 

The guests of the Sultan never get a veep 
into bis harem. The man who would at- 
tempt to enter the apartments reserved for 
the women would be punished with death 
aud a eunuch in Constantinople has a right to 
knock down any Man who epeaks toa lady 
under his charge. A foreigner was nearly 
killed not long ago for addressing a lady of 
high caste on the bridge which crosses 
from Stamboul to Pera, and no one in 
Oonstantinople save the Sultan has the 
right to ask a lady to take off her veil. 
The Sultan can go anywhere, and he can pen- 
etrate the harem of his officers if he will. 
This right, however, is never enforced. and 
he has quite enough to do to keep the peace 
in bis own family. Of late years his iadies 
have been by no means so secluded asin the 
past, and much of their restriction is nomi- 
nal. When the Sultan made his annual trip 

TO KISS THE CLOAK 
of the Prophet Mahomet, which fisgkept in 
Stamboul, I saw at least a hundred of them in 
his procession. They were in closed carriages 
but I could see plain through the carriage 
windows andthe veils which covered their 
faces were of gauze so thin that I could dis- 
tinguish the layers of paint on their cheeks. 
They were dressed in silks of all colors of the 
rainbow, but these sliks were made in the 
shave of very full water-proof cloaks 
and they were rather wrappers than 
dresses. Many of the ladies wore kid 
gloves and I noted that some of them 
had spread handkerchiefs over their knees in 
order to keep their gloves from being solled. 
Many hadtheir eyebrows painted and their 
eyes showed out plainly over their veils. Be- 
side each carriage rode a somber-faced negro 
eunuch dressed in biack with a long whip in 
his band and the carriages were drawn by 
magnificent horses.

There 
ure thousands of servants about the palaces of 
the Sultan. He bas several hundred eunuchs 
and these receive sdlaries according to their 
position. The chief eunuch is quite as im- 
portant a man as the Grand Vizier. He 
takes part in the imperial councils 
and is influence. 
I saw that the 
Sultan took his yearly visit when he went to 
kiss the mantie of Mahomet. A tall, broad- 
s houlcered negro with dull black eyes, but 
with features expressive of intelleet ang will. 
He was dressed in clothes embroidered in 
gold lace, and he rode a magnificent Arabian 
orse. e Sultan probably bought him as 
a slave and the most ordinary eunuchs are 
a costiy article. They are imported by slave 
dealers from Africa, where they are raised. 
T are of as different grades as 
and the Sultan has 
kinds. more important of them 
have separate establishments of their 
own in the palace. Each of the more favorite 
slaves ot the harem must have her eunuchs 
to walt upon her. She uses them as her ser- 
vants, but they are guards as well. This chief 
eunuch has charge of allthe Women of the 
alace, and it is through their power with the 
tan that much of his influence comes.

At the close ot it comes their Easter 
airam, when every Turk comes out in new 
clothes and when the whole Mohammedan 
world 9 in rejoicing. At this time each 
year the Sultan takes a new and favorite slave 
to wife and this slave is selected from a large 
number by the Valide Sultana.

On the 22a of last February 
when an Italian opera troop was lag, ly 
Constantinople, the American Minister, Mr. 
Oscar Straus, gave an entertainment to the 
Americans at his house in celebration of 
Washington's birthday. At this entertain- 
ment he had engaged this Italian opera troop, 
consisting of 250 musicians to perform. 
in the afternoon of the 22d Mr. Straus re- 
ceived a note from the Italian manager, say- 
ing that the Sultan had requested the 
troop to oome that night to the 
palace, and inasmuch as the request 
of Hts Majesty was equivalent to a command, 
he could not keep his engagement with him. 
It was too late at this time to countermand 
the invitation for the entertainment and Mr. 
Straus sent a messenger to the Sultan, ex- 
plaining the situation and asking him to allow 
the trooptocometo his house either before 
or after his entertainment at the palace. His 
Majesty at once sent back a messenger, say- 
ing that he would under no conditions dis- 
turb the entertainment of Me. Straus, and 
that it would suit him just as well to have the 
troop come to the palace after their entertain- 
ment was over, which was done. At another 
time he disarranged one of his dinners at the 
palace lu order to accommodate the American 
Minister, and I am told here that a lose 
friendship has existed between Mr. Straus 
and His Majesty during the whole of the 
former’s ministry.

WHAT SIR EDWIN ARNOLD THINKS OF

The Bard Calls on the President —Sir Edwin

a AM generally, my wife 
often says, a good-na-

hardly an appetizing one, occurred in the 
year 1598. Wecite it to demonstrate that at 
that time, about three hunared years ago, the 
Angers took the piace of the fork even in 
the most cultures circles of society. 
This period was, however, the turning-point, 
for about that time the fork began to be used 
at table muchin its present manner. When 
we refiect how indispensable the fork is, how 


the customs and manners of nobility became 


more and more refined during the time of the 
Minnesingers; how much attention was paid 
to cleanliness and polite mannerism; how 


. Italian society of the Renaissance period 


boasted of its graceful fashions, when we 
refiect upon all that, it seems certainly 


Strange thatthe fork was not used as a table 


instrument long before. The ladies of the 
Middie Ages and the Renaissance were no less 
proud of their beautiful, well-kept hands 
than are the ladies of our days, yet they 
dipped their white fingers into the common 
dish and literally ate withtheir hands. This 
is all the more astonishing, as the 
shape of the fork was not unknown 
to the ancients. We need only refer 
to Neptune’s trident, and tne turn-spits of 
Homer’s heroes. Forks are frequently men- 
tioned in inventories Vuring the Middle Ages. 
In many. museums and private collections 
forks are found, which have been preserved 
as antiquities. They are of costly material 
and rare workmanship,and in many instances 
Gate back to the close of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, although there are some among them 
that are not genuine. During the epic period 
ofthe Middle Ages forks were used as kitchen 
utensils. They were made of iron and served 
as turn-spits for roasting meat or toasting 
bread, but they were not employed to aid in 
carving meat. During the fourteenth century 
the fork appears regularly in Inventories, or 
exchequers of kings and people of nobility, 
but always singly as compared with the large 
number of spoons and knives on hand. 

Inthe inventory of Clemence de Hongrie 
thirty spoons are mentioned and only one 
fork, which was 

MADE OF GOLD. 

An inventory of the Duke of Anjou in 1360 calls 
for one fork among agreat number of spoons. 
The inventory of King Charles V. of France 
— registers among many other articles two 

orks made of sliver witb crystal bolster. This 
King owned, however, twelve forks among a 
lot ot siiverware, which was valued at more 
than amililion francs. The Duchess of Tou- 


raine wag Bathe nine dozen spoons and two 
forks. The name is the same as to-day, 


**fourchette,’’ were a diminutive size 
of the larger article used in the 
itchen or for field purposes (forke.) 


The same state of affairs prevailed during 
the fifteenth century. The fork is mentioned 
neither more frequently nor more rarely, the 

rtion being about the same. In the in- 
ventory of the royal castle of Vincennes, at 
the beginning of the fifteenth century, two 
forke are described as of 88 with crystal 
handles. The luventory of the Louvre (1420) 
contained six silver forks, of which three 
were guiided. The inventory of the Duchess 
of Savoy (1488) mentions two spoons and one 
fork of silver ‘‘pour manger dragees,’’ for 
eating sugared almonds. 

All this indicates that while the fork was in 
existence it was too rare and costly to be put 
to the same general use it enjoys to-day. It 
was entirely unknown to the table o 
Middle Ages. Beginning with the manuscripts 
of the Angio-Saxons andthe pictures of min- 
jature paintings they contain, we frequently 
find among them representaticos of repasts, 
the ‘‘Lord’s Supper, or the 
table of Herod; we also find pictures of 
banguets in romances and novels of later 
years, yet nowhere do we see a _ fork 
upon the table orin the hands of the guests 
assetnbied at the festive board. Follow ng up 
these ——— beyond the fifteenth century 
engravings and woodcuts, the large canvasses 
of Paul Veronese with the Wedding Feast of 
Canaan,’’ representations of royal repasts,the 

ures of the Netherlands, the magnif-

forks on any of them until the end of the sev- 


th century. 

Neither is the fork mentioned as a table 
utensil in the numerous chronicies of the 
Ages, which often speak of these fes- 
tivities. Alienor de Poitiers deseribes in de- 
tall the ceremonies, customs and table eti- 
quette of the Oourt of 2 . but does not 
mention the fork. The ‘‘Menagier de Paris““ 
chronicles how and by whom the table should 
be laid; it ie laid without forks, however.

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THE KING OF TATTOOERS. 


AN ABLE SKIN ARTIST WHO DECORATES 
OUR NAVY. 


Designs for Various Parts of the Body and 
Their Cost—Iwplements of the Craft and 
How They Are Handled—The Great Skill 
With Which the Designs Are Pat On— 
The Tools to Do the Work.

New Tonk, September} 
HE water front along 
the East River is lined 
with ‘‘sailors’ homes” 
in which the jolly sea- 
men who come ashore 
to varnish the town, 
may fingshelter while 
their mie lasts. At 
one of these boarding- 
houses I was lucky 
enough to find Jack 
Durston, ‘‘the king of 
tattooers,’’ who land- 
ed here one day last 
week. Jackis a grizzled veteran, and one 
of the kind that enjoys a fight just for the 
sake of sociability, but he is an able 
skin artist—there is no doubt about that. 

He had an array of surgical implements that 
would have done bonor to a greater barbarian 
than himself. The implements of his craft 
consisted of a small round stick about the 
size of a lead-pencil, flattened for about an 
inch at one end, on which were placed side by 
side with points projecting, a half-dozen fine 
needies bound fast with linen thread, and 80 
arranged that the points formed one side of a 
triangle. A shallow vessel for ink, and a 
book of designs completed the outfit of this 
able skin piercer. 

The book of designs contained about one 
hundred gems of art, to be drawn in India ink 
and Chinese vermillion, with the name of 
each design attached, which he would pierce 
in one’s flesh at a stated price per gem. When 
the sallor who wishes to join the exclusive 
set finds that he must be decorated, he goes

to the artist and gets the book of designs. 
He tselects a subject for etching, pro- 
viding he has the price, while the 
artist prepares the ink, which comes in slabs, 
like tutti-fratti chewing gum, and which bas 
only to be disolved in a little water. If an 
arm picture is desired the victim takes a seat 
on @ stool facing the skin-worker, who dips 
the pointed end of the stick in the link and 
traces the picture. If a body picture is desired 
the victim takes off his shirt and lays himself 
upon a cask or board. After the sketch is com- 
pleted then the inquisition begins with the 
business end of the stick. The executioner 
draws the martyr’s ‘‘hide’’ taut with his left 
hand, while with the right, holding the stick 
like a pen, he follows the lines of the sketch, 
jabbing the needles into the quivering flesh of 
the victim and then prying them out again 
with the most reckless abandon. If you 
have ever seen aman digging a piank out of 
a sidewalk with acrowbar, you have seen tbe 
precise action, except on a very much smaller 
scale. And yet you landlubbers will ask if the 
operation is painful. 
‘*How long does it take to make a picture?’’ 
I asked him. 
„Wall, tnat depends on the sizeof the 
pictur, ye see. It takes one dipa ink t’ trace 
alinean ino long. It mos’ gen’rally takes 


me an hour to make a forearm pictur. The 
body picturs are never finished t“ once. 
He told me that atthe close of the opera- 


tion the afflicted partis dressed in a wet 
ndage, and, though Painful for a few days, 
soon heals and is ready for exhibition. 

The portfolio of this artist contains a selected 
list of subjects, consisting of mysterious works 
of art and marine views. The authors of the 
subjects generally used are not known at the 
present day. Among the subjects I might 
mention a few selected ones.

is Faith, Hope and Charity.“ This is 
an arm piece and costs the sum 
of FI.

IN ST. PETERSBURG, 


Gen. Butterfield Honored by His Imperial 
Majesty—The American Colony. 


Spec ial Correspondence of SUNDAY POsST-DISPATCH. 

St. PETERSBURG, September 13.—Gen. But- 
terfield’s visit here has been a great success, 
and it is pleasant to see that although Alexan- 
der III. is so hard on American magazines, 
he can be wonderfully courteous to American 
generals. Gen. Butterfield had a special invi- 
tation to attend the grand review of the 


troops at Crasowe Celo, and while he was 
speaking with bis friend the German Am- 
bassador, Graf Schweinitz, the Emperor rode 
up, looked at him eéncouragingly, smiled 
and, on recognizing the American uniform— 
the General, of course, being in full military 
dress—said graciousiy: ‘*‘Ah! Gen. Butter- 
field, I am very glad to see you here. To 
the envy of all the General then rode off with 
His Imperial Majesty, and afterwards had the 
honor of attending the great luncheon—a very 
formal affair—with all the Grand Dukes and 
the imperial staff. 

The review was altogether very official, all 
the Oorps We rg attending, among 
them our American eputy Minister, Mr. 
Worth. Duringthe day the Czar hada fall 
horse, an air, by the way, im- 
hushed up, the unfortunate indi- 
vidual w 3 39% ss the horse that stumbied 
with His Majesty being sent no one knows 
where. The Duke of Leuchtenberg, husband 
of the beautiful De Beauharnais, nee Skobe- 
leff, lost his temper with the Grand Duke. 
Vladimir, and lost his appointmeat as Master 
of the Forces thereby. 

The day following the reyiew the Empress 
had a reception at Peterhof, whither Mrs. 
Batterfield—who, by the way, is spending her 
dollars lavishly here—with her husband, went, 
wearing a wonderful Paris gown of crepe de 
Chine. The Empress, at her presentation, 
gave Mrs. Butterfield one of the roses upon 
her bouguet, a surprising piece of amiability 

On the day of the revftew I bad a visit from 
his highness Duke George of Mecklinburg- 
Strelitz, who happens to be President of the 
committee organized to collect funds for Ru- 
binstein’s jubilee. Through some printer’s 
error the copies of the notices forwarded to 
the American and English press got turned 
out in such extraordinary English that a 
friend of mine, an editor of a musica! journal, 
sent the copy received by bim to me, asking 
what in the name of wonder it meant.

strange land.

ELECTRICITY ON THE SEA. 


SOME NEW APPLICATIONS OF THE c 


How Naval Search Lights Are Utilized—A 
Remarkable System of Cloud Teleg- 
raphy by Means ef the Electric Light— 
The Torpedo Detector—Other Interesting 
Facts About Electricity—New Inven- 
tions—Electrical Sunstroke. 


NTIL within the last six 
years electricity has not 
been used on shipboard, 
4 the motion of the vessel, 
the jarring of the guns 
fired from vessels of 
war, and various other 
ma objections preventing 

us general introduction. 
The United States took 
the lead in experiments, 
wand in 1882the Trenton, 
now at the bottom of 
Apia Bay, was provided 
with a complete electrical outfit. -The results 
obtained were so satisfactory that other na- 
tions adopted the Yankee notion, and at the 
present time all large nien-of-war are lighted 
by electricity. 

THE NAVAL SEARCH LIGHT. 

Illumination, however, is one of the least 
important of the many uses to which the 
electric current is put afloat. Since the con- 
struction of phenomenally swift torpedo 
boats the danger of night attacks has greatly 
Increased, and a vessel would be at the mercy 
of its agile foe were it not for the electric 
search light. This consists of a 25,000 candle- 
power arc light, inclosed in a metal cylinder 
thirty inches long by seventy-four 
inches in diameter. One end is closed by a 
reflecting lens, the other end being provided 
with a glass through which the beam of light 
passes. The cylinder is mounted ona pivot 
so that it can be revolved, and arrangements 
are made for elevation and depression. With 
this apparatus a path 15 yards wide and over 
1,000 yards long can be brilliantly illuminated 
onthe darkest night, and a vessel can be de- 
tected at the distance of two and a half miles. 

CLOUD SIGNALING. 

The search light is employed not only asa 
means of detecting the approach of an enemy, 
but also as a signailing apparatus. An 
American invention is whatis calied the cloud 


signal. The beam of light is flashed against a 
cloud, lighting it up for a certain 
number of seconds. By a pre- 
arranged code of signals vessels 


have communicated with each other when 
more than sixty miles apart. Communication 
is also carried on by incandescent lamps, the 
Morse Code being used, and the dashes and 
dots being produced bya longer or shorter 
— of the illumination of the signal 
amp. 

The Naval Torpedo School at New York has 
added largely to the knowledge of the best 
means ot applying eleetricity to naval uses. 
A series of experiments have proved 
the feasibility of lighting the water 
ata depth of twenty feet over a diameter of 
more than 100 feet. Divers are now provided 
with telephones and incandescent lamps, 
greatly facilitating their labors. 

THE TORPEDO DETECTOR. 

One of the most ingenious inventions in the 
line of electricity yet made is what is called 
the torpedo detector. This apparatus is con- 
structed on the principle of the induction 
balance. A box containing a set of induction 
colls and a magneto-electrical machine 
ia connected with a telephone. From 
this bex a lead sinker hangs, this also 
containing a set of induction coils. 
With the box a small battery is connected by 
wire. The box and battery are carriedina 
boat, the sinker being drawn through the 
water. When it approaches any metal object 
such as a torpedo, the induction coils set up a 
buzzing, depending for its opens One the 
distance, and this is rendered audible by the 
telephone. A torpedo or a submarine mine 
can thus be accurately located. The electric 
spark is now often used in discharging guns, 
being found especially convenient when 
the firing is done at a distance from 
the piece. A small platinum wire passes 
through the center of a primer filled with fine 
powder. By passing the current through the 
wire itis raised toa white heat, the powder 
ignited, and the 2 discharged. Every gun 
can be discharged by this means at the same 
instant of time. Another use made of the 
electric light isto enable guns to be aimed with 
accuracy during the night. In order not to 
render obscure the surrounding water, as few 
lights as possible are used on a ship expecting 
a night attack, and before the introduction of 
electricity the task of aligning the fore and 
back sights of agun at night was a task of 
great difficulty. Now, however, the forward 
sight is illuminated — a single bright spark, 
and the work of tralulng a gun is as readily 
performed at midnight as at mid-day. 


Electrical Execution Denounced. 


From Dr. Peterson’s Paper in the Tribune. 

The most cogent argument that I can urge 
against electricity as a death penalty is the 
complexity of apparatus required in com- 
parison tothe simple instruments for hanga- 


ing or beheading. The dynamo must be in 
good order; the machinery, the running 
gear must be carefully adjueted; the wires 
perfectly insulated and guarded from un- 
wary spectators; the electrodes in perfect 
juxtaposition; the skin and poles well moist- 
ened; the prisoner securely bound; the 
electro-motive force determined to be ade- 
quate; the continuity of the circuit ascertained 
to be unbroken; the contact made for the 
2 period of time by a firm, trained 
hand. 

Then, after all has been superintended with 
extraordinary care by one or two expert elec- 
tricians, how easily could some part become 
disarranged and the prisoner made to endure 
an eternity of delay upon the brink of death, 
or caused to suffer some physical torture a 
trifle less exquisite. 

Suppose that all is in complete readiness, 
the contact is made, the victim instantly be- 
comes unconscious and rigid; he has ceased 
to breathe, his ventricles beat no longer. But 
it a break should occur after the first two or 
three seconds, would life always be 80 soon 
extinguished? Probably not. Hence, for from 
fifteen to twenty seconds the current must be 
made to flow, until reawakening is piaced be- 
yond all further possibilities. 

Now, this is not the ideal method that arose 
in the imaginations of the founders and 
projectors of this law. This is not the thun- 
derbolt falling unexpectedly and suddenly, 
with a speed swifter than light, severing in a 
fraction of a second the vital force that hoids 
conscious spirit and unconscious clay to- 
gether.

The Unique“ Eiectric Alarm Clock. 


From the Electrician. 

To be awakened at a seasonabie hour in the 
morning isa matter of much importance to 
thousands of employes, many of whom are on 
their feet till a late hour at night and there- 


fore inclined to sleep the more soundly, yet 
who often lose refreshing sleep through 
worrying over the possible loss that will re- 
sult should they report late at work. The or- 
dinary alarm clock. will awaken a sound 
sleeper on a few occasions, but the service is 
lost unless the person awakened immediate! 
arises, as the continuance of the noise iso 
such slight duration that otherwise he falls 
asleep the moment the alarm stops. 

Thus it has been found necessary to devise 
an alarm that would continue ringing until 
the reson awakened should arise, and, by 
moving some simple device, stop the noise, 
the ve fact of rising being sufficient to 
thoroughly awaken the sleeper. This is easily 
accomplished with the aid of electricity, and 
various alarm clocks have been placed on the 
market containing electrical features of more 
or less importance. One of the latest is the 


Unique“ Slarm clock. It consists of 
a special Plock piaced in a case. 
Within a 10 


er compartment a — is 
placed, above which is a vibrating bell, he 
necessary connections are made between the 
clock, battery, bell and switch by means of 
round and flat wire fastened to the side of the 
case and on the door. Theclock is made with 
an automatic springcliroeuit closer, and once 
intwelve hours exerts a forward pressure, 
which is made to close the circuit by pressing 
together the two strips of copper placed near 
the top of the door, and to keep tue circuit 
closed for several hours, causing the bell to 
vibrate until the switch on the side of the case 
is turned off, orthe mechanism of the clock 
passes a given point and releases the spring. 


Telephone Vibrations, 


From the Electricgl World. 

Atarecent meeting of the Berlin Physical 
Society, Berlin, Dr. Fronlich made a commu- 
nication in connection with the objective 
demonstration of the vibrations ofa tele- 


phone disc. In his earlier experiments he 
employed manometric flames, and endeavored 
to photograph their movements with the help 
of a rotating mirror; now, however, he. at- 
taches a small mirror to the iron — of the 
telephone, and from this the light of an 
electric lamp is reflected on to a polygonal ro- 
tating mirror, from which it falls upon a 
screen. The vibrations of the plate were thus 
made visible on the screen, and since each 
side of the polygonal mirror cast its own im- 
age, when the mirror was rotated the curyes 
were seen moving over the screen. The more 
rapidly the mirror was rotated the slower did 
the curves move over the screen, and when 
the rotation was as rapid as the vibration of 
the plate the curves became stationary, and 
coul thus be easily observed and 
drawn. These luminous curves could 
also de photographed. The speaker 
had employed this method in 
aseries of researches on certam electrical 
phenomena which might influence the em- 
ciency of the telephone. Thus the action of 
alternating currents, of self-induction, of the 
rise and fall of the current on making and 
breaking, of the induction of electro- magnets, 
and of other conditious, were studied by 
means of the altered mode of vibration of the 
telephone plate when vowels and consonants 
are sung and 9 into it.

THE CITY PROPER
